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A "Closed Shop” at SSC 


A normally conservative Sacramento State College Stu- 
Bent Council acted in a hasty manner last week and estab- 
Dixhed the first “closed shop” this campus has ever seen. 
}t may well be the first such law any California state college 
piudent body has experienced. 

In a matter of five minutes the ASSSC Student Council 
passed an addition to the by-laws of the Constitution that 
gtates, ‘Oniy union bands may be hired for any Sacramento 
Ptate College social function.” 

lt seems that a non-union band was used by one of the 
tampus organizations recently for ite dance, and was not 
toe well received. It would not seem, however, that this is 
justification for passage of a by-law to the Constitution. 
Union bands are just as capable of making a poor showing. 

There seemed to be litth doubt in the minds of the mem- 
bere of the Council that thie war « proper law, and no ques- 
tien was rained concerning ite acceptance by the student 
body when they gave it their unanimous vote of approval. 

During the discussion period preceding the vote a com- 
parison war drawn between the recently established man- 
dute on the drinking of liquor at SSC social functions and 
the present law. In fact, the wording for the new by-law ia 
merely a substitution of words from the hquor ruling. 

This twelve member growp should have remembered 
that the liquor law is a state ruling, bet you will not find a 
mandate in the constitution of apy state that requires its 
people to use union made goods. 

True, many people have found it a matter of policy to 
wre union goods and labor, but few legislators woukd be 
foolish enough to introduce a law of a “closed shop” in their 
commonwealth. 

ePerhaps a resolution by the Student Council suggesting 
that clubs and other campus organizations use union bands, 
because it has been found that they have given the best 
pervice would be acceptable. But when an action of this 
type ix put down in law the Council bas overstepped juris- 
prudence. 

If they do not take just as hasty an action in rescinding 
the law as they did in passing it they should be reminded by 
their voters that their job ix one of guidance through dem- 
@cratic Means, not restriction through dictatorial Measures. 

If the law remains it may be just the first in a series of 
Buch actions. This type of ruling is unhealthy not only for 
the college, its students and ite organizations, but also for 


the union,

Just as we defend ourselves on military 
fronts with early warning networks, so on the diplomatic 
fronts should we be as watchful, 

At the time of Stalin's death several analyses were made 
as to the meaning of Malenkov's assumption of the premier 
ship. These included the idea that the issue of who was to 
be premier permanently perhaps was pot definitely settled. 

lt is assured that at present there is a “strong man” 
behind the present Russian Premier. This may mean fur- 
ther shifts in the future, It would be well for the Western
